' An Increase for the cunent Red 
Cross fund drive was requested In 
a telegram from E. Roland Horrl- 
man, president of the American Red 
Cross, received Monday by Dr. Cor- 
don Tobln, chairman of the Twin 
Falls Red Cross chapter. 

Tornado and flood disasters, aays 
the telegram, ore requiring the 
American Red Cross to spend an 
additional W.OOOW) for emergency 
relief and the Twin Falls chapter 
has been aalced to Increase the cur- 
rent drive quota by tl.OOO, making 
a tolal of 918.000 as the Twin Folia 
quota. The additional money will 
be used for disaster relief, says Har* 
rlman. 

He says the Red Cross already haa 
dispatched oil available doctors and 
nurses, as well aa -whole blood, 
plasma and necetsary food and 
equipment to the stricken areas. The 
relief effort has depleted the Red 
Cross reserves and It la necessary to 
go to the public for more money, 
Harrimon explains. 

Harrimon atatei that 17S persons 
have been killed In .the disasters 
wllh the death list constantly in- 
creasing, that there are 117 persons 
Injured .attd thousands .-homeless. 
The telegram concludes wlUt ~no 
matter what the coeL or need, the 
Red Cross will meet It."
